Big Russian forces have been 
released by the fall of Znamenka 
Reuter’s Special Cor- 
respondent states, and they are now 
converging from north, east and 
north-east on the big communica- 
tions centre of Kirovgrad, The fall) 
of Znamenka has opened the 
German Dnieper bend line in its 
critical central sector. 
General Koniev, who has already 
severed the German east-west com- 
munications, is now extending his 
ip on the lateral lines running 
south to the Black Sea coast.

’43 BATTLES OVER

HE probable future course of 
I war. against ae as dedu- 
cible from published reports 
on the recent ter-Allied con- 
ferences, was discussed in an article 
esterday: In the present article it 
á bró to cónáidár similarly the 
‘‘ opetations which will be under- 
taken from the ¢ast, west and 
south’ on the Festung: Buropa. The 
simplest thing will be to take each 
sector in turn, but to consider the 
south before the west, as being 
already in action.

As to the future, a Russian winter 
offensive is likely enough, along the 
northern half of the enormous front, 
following on the present pressure 
along both banks of the Dnieper. 


SOUTHERN FRONT 


Coming to the southern front, we 
find Alhed progress in Italy very 
dificult and slow; nor does there 
seem to be much prospect of its 
accelerating while winter conditions 
continue.
